Our Kids Need 
More Fine Arts

Today’s world and way of life is geared to a fast pace 
that leaves little time to pursue the finer things in the 
cultural realm . 
Yet, just as a man needs food to nourish his body, he 
also needs a touch of beauty to nourish his soul. His 
only cultural contacts may be sharply curtailed either 
by his lack of aw areness or by financial circum stances. 
But surely, if he has been nurtured to appreciate som e 
form of art, his need will likely continue and perhaps 
accelerate. 
When he is given a chance to acquire the basic 
concepts of the art world he will find a way to further 
his pursuit of art study, and what is perhaps most 
important of all, it m ay becom e, in addition to a hobby, 
his very m eans of livelihood through the channeling 
and developm ent of God-given talents. 
Every child needs and deserves the best education 
we can give him. He also should be offered a w ell­ 
rounded choice of cultural outlets as well as activities 
which involve sports. 
With alm ost daily changes in world affairs, we can no 
longer teach a child the basic rudiments of arithm etic 
and expect him to handle given problems 15 or 20 years 
from now. What we can offer him is the best of our 
world along with the basics and hope that it will help 
him to im prove his own lot. 
If this sounds vaguely like a pitch for fine arts, you 
are perfectly right. There seem s to be m assive interest 
from parents who have moved their children to Plano 
because of the reputation of fine schools, yet learn w ith 
great disappointm ent that few classes of fine art are 
built into the school circulium . 
True, we have bands and coloring classes, and cut- 
and-paste. but a com prehensive upgrade "through 
school' program is not available. 
Suppress self-expression and bottle a child’s talent 
and w'e m ay have a lost a Rembrandt, a David Frost, 
another Rudyard Kipling, or a Leonard Bernstein. 
And after all, if he doesn’t becom e like any one of 
those persons, his life will have been fuller and richer 
because he w as given the knowledge. 
Of course, we all want the best for our kids-doesn’t it 
stand to reason that w hether or not they w ould ever use 
the knowledge in a monetary way, the very fact that we 
liave offered it gives them a choice9 It would at least 
give them poise socially arid let them know that out 
there in the "big bad w orld” is another world far 
removed from the tangible world of A-B-C s and the 
multiplication tables . . . a world filled with beauty and 
vision and hope.

" T here

registered utility lobbyists in

laws. The lines arc clearly 
drawn on this issue between 
my 
opponent 
and 
m e-h e 
wants to leave things as they 
are and I have proposed the 
creation of a Public Utilities 
C om m ission.”
